M.E.T.C.O. 


METCO  is  a  voluntary  busing  program  through  which  Black  students  from 
Boston  are  able  to  attend  suburban  schools.  The  program  is  administered  by  the 
Metropolitan  Council  for  Educational  Opportunity,  Inc..  and  totally  funded  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  through  the  Department  of  Education. 
METCO  began  in  1966  as  an  alternative  for  Black  parents  in  Boston  who  were 
frustrated  with  the  Boston  Public  Schools.  Wayland  entered  the  METCO  pro- 
gram in  September.  1968,  with  9  students  in  Wayland  High  School.  In  1974 
Wayland  accepted  students  into  the  elementary  and  Junior  high  schools. 
METCO  has  been  a  successful  model  of  urban-surburban  integration.  Many 
feel  that  racial  and  regional  isolation  has  been  reduced  and  cultural  understand- 
ing and  mutual  respect  have  been  increased.  This  year's  program  has  offered 
several  workshops  for  parents,  students,  and  faculty.  The  METCO  Advisory 
Council  has  sponsored  lectures,  field  trips,  retreats,  the  Martin  Luther  King 
International  Dinner,  the  Black  History  Month  .Magazine,  and  the  highly  suc- 
cessful Pastiche  of  the  Black  Experience,  presented  by  the  L'moja  Players.  We 
would  like  to  thank  all  who  supported  our  program  and  aims.

PIRATES  OF  PENZANCE 


The  stars  were  out  in  the  Little  Theater  November 
4th,  5th,  and  6th,  where  the  Fall  musical  "The  Pirates 
of  Penzance"  played  to  a  full  house.  This  Joseph  Papp 
version  of  the  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operetta  was  fur- 
ther adapted  by  Mr.  Allosso  and  Mr.  Conti.  The  story 
begins  as  Frederic  (Peter  Wood)  reaches  his  twenty- 
first  birthday  and  prepares  to  conclude  his  long  ap- 
prenticeship to  the  infamous  Pirates  of  Penzance.  His 
faithful,  but  unfortunately  slightly  deaf,  nurse  Ruth 
(Lynn  Oprie)  reveals  that  she  has  made  a  tragic  mis- 
take —  her  charge  was  to  be  apprenticed  to  a  pilot,  not 
a  pirate.  A  dutiful,  honest  young  man,  Frederic  tells 
the  Pirate  King  (Robert  Waldron)  that  he  had  there- 
fore pledged  to  exterminate  all  pirates.  After  the  de- 
parture of  his  former  comrades,  Frederic  is  alone  with 
his  adoring  Ruth  when  a  bevy  of  innocent  young  wom- 
en appear,  one  of  whom,  Mabel  (Debbie  Bancroft), 
immediately  falls  in  love  with  Frederic,  and  he  with 
her.  The  pirates  return  and  each  seizes  a  fearful  maid- 
en, but  the  girls  are  rescued  by  the  ingenuity  of  their 
father,  the  very-model-of-a-modern-major-general 
(Jim  Henderson).  Frederic  then  launches  an  attack  on 
the  pirates  with  the  doubtful  assistance  of  the  coward- 
ly police.  Ruth  and  the  Pirate  King  interrupt  the  battle 
with  the  revelation  that  Frederic  was  actually  born  on 
February  29th  in  the  leap  year,  and  in  terms  of  birth- 
days is  only  five  years  old.  Frederic,  always  obedient, 
rejoins  the  pirates,  but  his  associates  soon  give  into  the 
poignant  appeal  of  the  police  to  yield  "in  the  name  of 
Queen  Victoria."  Ruth  then  relates  that  the  pirates  are 
in  reality  misguided  noblemen.  Each  pirate  chooses  a 
wife,  the  remaining  daughters  select  policemen,  and 
Frederic  and  Mabel  are  happily  united  forever  with 
the  blessing  of  Major-General  Stanley  The  cast  of 
thirty  and  the  crew  spent  long  but  enjoyable  hours 
rehearsing,  and  organizing  for  this  song  and  dance 
extravaganza,  and  they  were  suitably  rewarded  for 
their  efforts  by  excellent  reviews  and  heartfelt  ap- 
plause. 
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THE  GOOD  DOCTOR 


Once  more,  Wayland's  entry  into  the  Globe's  State  Drama  Festival  will  be 
going  on  to  the  state  finals  at  the  John  Hancock  Center  in  Boston.  Returning  to 
the  comic  mode  set  by  Moliere's  "School  for  Wives"  in  1 98 1 .  this  year's  play  is 
Neil  Simon's  "The  Good  Doctor",  a  hilarious  set  of  mini-plays  held  together  by 
the  character  of  a  Russian  author  (Kevin  Tally)  sharing  his  literary  ideas  with 
the  audience.  Although  written  by  Simon  with  the  inspiration  of  Chekov's  short 
stories,  these  vignettes  are  meant  to  be  very  humorous,  and  under  the  expert 
direction  of  Michael  .MIosso  the  humor  blossoms  to  enormous  proportions.  The 
first  scene,  entitled  "The  Sneeze",  details  the  problems  of  an  insignificant 
worker  in  the  Ministry  of  Public  Parks  (.Mex  Taub,  winning  an  all  star  cast 
award  at  the  semi-finals),  who  most  unfortunately  chances  to  sneeze  all  over  his 
superior,  the  Minister  of  Public  Parks  himself  (Andrew'  Gitkind).  The  poor 
public  servant  tries  to  get  his  courage  up,  and  fight  for  the  sneezing  rights  of 
underlings  everywhere,  but  ultimately  fails  in  his  quest.  In  the  second  scene  we 
are  confronted  by  the  exploits  of  a  very  amateur  dentist  (Andrew  Gitkind).  and 
his  first  unlucky  patient  (Peter  Wood).  Of  course  the  tooth  has  to  be  pulled,  and 
you  can  imagine  the  havoc  that  ensues  between  the  puller  and  pulee.  The  third 
scene  is  the  touching  audition  of  a  girl  (Anna  Mahoney.  also  receiving  all  star 
cast  honors  at  the  semi  finals)  who  has  traveled  four  days  just  to  read  for  a 
famous  author  (Kevin  Tally).  The  more  subtle  humor  of  this  scene,  coupled  with 
its  warmth,  allow  it  to  serve  as  a  buffer  for  the  other,  more  outrageous,  scenes. 
The  fourth  and  last  mini  play  called  "Defenseless  Creature"  shows  us  a  sup- 
posedly defenseless  woman  (Lynn  Oprie)  who  has  been  cheated  by  the  govern- 
ment, and  how  she  goes  about  getting  the  money  owed  her  husband  from  an 
incapacitated  bank  man  with  gout  (Alex  Taub).  and  his  hapless  assistant  (Peter 
Wood).  (There  is  also  some  question  as  to  whether  this  scene  stars  a  certain 
semi-live  chair,  the  work  with  it  has  to  be  seen  to  be  believed).  Now  the  bank 
manager  has  nothing  to  do  w  ith  the  woman's  problem,  but  she  soon  shows  she  is 
far  from  defenseless;  driving  the  bank  manager  so  crazy  that  he  is  forced  to  pay 
the  woman  what  she  wants.  Rounding  out  the  cast  are  Stephen  Hoenig.  and 
Joseph  Franchi.  displaying  their  dancing  as  well  as  set  moving  ability.  As 
always,  the  very  important  back  stage  duties  were  handled  by  an  excellent  crew 
consisting  of;  Maura  O'Donnell.  Barbara  Mulvaney.  Brian  True.  Rob  Waldron, 
Diana  Phillips.  Michaela  Tally.  Helen  Simpkin.  Lisa  Daugherty.  Ellen  Coss. 
Carl  Olson.  Bobby  Wilson.  Dion  Nissenbaum.  Tasker  Smith,  Jeremy  Weiner. 
Chris  Leith.  Glen  Rosenbaum,  and  Sally  Mead.  This  triumphant  production 
was  a  joy  for  all  to  watch,  and  kept  one  laughing  long  after  the  lights  went  out 
There  is  no  question  that  this  play  is  of  state  championship  quality.
